Paris, Feb. 10.—‘ ‘ While I said, that the war had been won, it 
would perhaps be more accurate to say that there ia a lull in the

We 
can now see why they stole the ma¬ 
chinery from oui| factories, why they 
destroyed the coal mines of Lens and 
why there was all the wanton de¬ 
vastation of French territory, even 
when they were in retreat. It was 
thought to be a part of their tactics of 
military frightful ness. Instead we can , 
see now that It was a part of their de- 1 
liberate commercial design. 

Revival Diffloutt. 

“And In this phase of the war thef 
havi? not been altogether unsuccessful 
The Industry of France has been so 
wrecked that Its resuscitation Is most 
difficult. While by reason of her mili¬ 
tary surrender Germany has been able 
to save her factories Intact and ready 
for immediate efficient operation. In¬ 
dustrially and commercially, .as be¬ 
tween France and PFuasia. for the pre¬ 
sent the victory Is with the Huns. 

“And financially, by reason of the 
blockade, the German war debt ia al¬ 
most wholly a debt to her own people, 
easily repudiated, while the debt of 
France is one which must be paid.*’ 


Money Japan Advanced for 
Railway Construction Used 
Against Rebellion 


Peking. Feb. 10—The Chinese Gov¬ 
ernment at the request of the Japan¬ 
ese Government, has consented to the 
publication of the Shantung Railway 
agreement signed last September but 
not ratified, under which Japan ad--* 
vanced S0.000.0S0 yen for the purpose 
of construction work on extensions to 
the Klao Chau railway. 

The money, however, was expended 
in the unsuccessful military oper¬ 
ations against the South China re¬ 
bellion.

Strike Committee Tells Men to 
Resume Work at Noon 
To-morrow 


Prime Minister Takes Hand in 
Settlement of Labor 
Disputes 


Seattle. Feb. 1»—Thirty thousand 
striking union employess were ordered 
back to work here at noon .to-morrow 
when the general strike committee at 
1 o'clock to-day called off the sympa¬ 
thetic strike designed to help 25*000 
striking metal trades workers enforce 
their demand for higher wages. 

The general strike committee in i 
calling off the sympathetic strike also 
requested that all unions which had* 
voted to return to work, walk out 
again to-day and return with the rest 
to-morrow at noon. The unions were 
asked to take this action to prove the 
solidarity of labor, members of the 
committee said. 

With the street car service back to 
normal to-day and more restaurants 


London. Feb. 10. — Now that Mr. 
Lloyd George is back here from Parts 
he is expected to take his famous role 
as conciliator In dealing with.the labor 
troubles. 

Although Mr. Lloyd George returned 
only Saturday night, he was engaged 
early yesterday morning In discussing 
the labor troubles In the United King¬ 
dom with the Cabinet Ministers and 
Board of Trade officials.

Welland. Ont.. Feb. 10.—An exten¬ 
sive exodus of foreigners , Is taking 
place from this district.

—If the Peace Conference Committee 
on Credentials ever begins to function 
some stirring developments are ex¬ 
pected to follow. 

The Conynlttee has not met thus far 
eveq to organise, the Conference hav¬ 
ing got along entirely without the right 
of any of the delegates to their seats 
being challenged, jvhlch Is probably 
without precedent in the history of 
such international gatherings.

It was stated, how¬ 
ever,’that the Committee on Creden¬ 
tials of ths present Conference would 
conduct any Investigation found neces¬ 
sary as to the sufficiency of the papers 
brought by each delegate, and that it 
would await the arrival of ail the dele¬ 
gatee before undertaking the work. 

In Single File. 

The delegates have beei\. coming 
along In single file ever since the open¬ 
ing of the Conference, and it has not 
been thought proper to begin the ex¬ 
amination of the documents. Rumors, 
however, have been current recently 
that there was another reason for the 
delay—the apprehension on the. part of 
the directing forces of the Conference 
that objections would be lodged im¬ 
mediately against the presence of some 
persons who have already occupied 
•eats in the Conference and who, it is 
declared, are not properly representa¬ 
tive of their Governments or are ac¬ 
credit ed by or ganisations that have no 
existence ah Governments. 

Leading mfmbers of ths Conference 
express confidence that these persons 
have a proper status in the body, have 1 
sanctioned their presence, and have 
even admitted some of them to mem- 1 
harshjp Ja t hs prtanii ml Qom mies l e na 
and ft is understood that the Confer¬ 
ence leaders do not desire lo have an 
issue raised now In this connection 
that might result In bad feeling and 
interfere with the smooth progress of

At a moss 
meeting of locomotive engineers held 
In London last night President Cooke, 
of the Engineers* Union, attacked the 
Government, accusing It of issuing 
"distorted statements" and "gross fab¬ 
rications for the purpose of concealing 
from tbe public the true state of af¬ 
fairs." He also declared that a week 
ago a new understanding had been re¬ 
ported between the Government and 
the railway interests by which the 
Government control of railways should 
,continue for two years after peace Is 
signed. He said that nationalisation, 
therefore, would be long delayed.

The estimate for salaries Includes 
the extna $6,634 expenditure, or about 
a seven per cent, increase, occasioned 
by the Board’s schedule, which would 
be inaugurated tr\ September of this 
year; It is thus seen that the Board 
proposed to expend over $36,000 more 
on the school system than was ex¬ 
pended in 1013.

"Owing, to the insular condition of 
Japan it wiH oaturaliy follow that the 
defence of the country shouhL-mufntjr 
bc undertaken by. the navy and a com¬ 
paratively limited army strength will 
be sufficient for the defence of Korea 
and the Japanese in* rests in Man¬ 
churia. ^ 

“Geographically Japan Is so situated 
that her defence may be completely 
carried out without involving much, ex¬ 
penditure .of money, but to keep her 
army and navy In a state of gffieldlfcy 
it will be necessary for Japan to Im¬ 
port materials required for the manu¬ 
facture of arms and munitions of war 
such as Iron, rubber and oil. In short, 
the navy will be called upon la en¬ 
sure the sufety cf ;mde and the pre¬ 
servation of the defensive strength of 
the army and navy by keeping open 
ihe setts for the Import of necessary 
materials. 

Chinese Friendship Important. 

“Mu* h of the necessary mat-rials, 
may be Imported from China and for 
this purpose. If for nothing else. It Is 
imperative that friendly relations be- 
I tween Japan and China should be 
maintained, and that the command of 
the (.'hina 8ea should he in the hands 
of Japan. Horne of the materials re¬ 
quired by Japan such as cotton, rub¬ 
ber and oil, however, are not obtainable 
In C hi n a a iu L s h e m at g o -far th er af iel d 
to obtain them, to such countries as 
India, Burma and even America and 
Mexico. F *r this purpose it will be 
necessary that Japan' should have the 
command of part of the Pacific, Indian 
? nd s " ulh 8**^* The strength 
or the Japaneeg^iavy should therefore 
>ased on this assumption. 

*Tho navi-'s of some countries are 
organised on the principle that the 
maintenance of off m^ive strength Is 
the heat method of defence, but Japan 
can hardly Ik* persuaded la follow this 
example simply because of the enor¬ 
mous expen lkure of money involved 
In the maintenance of such bloated 
raval armament. If Jnpoir were to 
have recourse to such n naval policy, 
gyring beyond the llg»li* of nuttonal de¬ 
fence which Is absolutely necessary, 
she Is liable to Incur the- Jealousy and 
suspicion of other countries. 

For Dofsncs Only. 

"Fordhll reason Japan's "armaments 
must be has- 1 on the principle of de¬ 
fence. 

“Strategically speaking, there are 
two methods of defence; namely, ’de¬ 
fensive defence' and ’offensive dcfen«*e.’ 
For the ptifMUNI of th- former, fortifi¬ 
cations on the toast and some warships 
would be sufficient, but for the tatter 
the navy must un lertake the safety of 
trade within certain limits and It Is 
necessary .that It should possess 
strength commensurate with the task 
required. 

"As mentioned al>ove. the naval 
policy of Japan should he based on the 
principle of defence, apart from all 
ideas of aggression, end should pos¬ 
ses* strength which will enable her to 
have the command of the western part 
of the Pacific and other areas which 
are vital for her existence, though it 
1 a sc arcely possible to go tutu dsiaU 
of the required naval strength."

Lleb- 
knecht and Rosa Luxembourg, the 
German Hpartarun leaders, apparent¬ 
ly made a, deep impression on the Bol¬ 
shevist chiefs. Trotxky ordered public 
mourning at Fetrogrud and street car 
traffic was stopped, hut when dfllecrs 
tried to close theatres, the sailors, who 
seem to do us they please in Petro- 
grad, are reported to have declared 
they were going to dance and enjoy 
themselves as usual. Great demonstra¬ 
tions were held before the Winter 
Palace and the Red Mag was every¬ 
where at half-mast There were viol¬ 
ent speeches in which Philipp Schelde- 
mann. h member of the Kbert <’abinet 
In Berlin, was bitterly attacked.

the Ktnplre, when the msn-powef Of. 
the country went forth In it* defence, 
were able to discharge, In tho seclus- , 
ion and solitude of their homes the 
women of India had to bear tho bltter- 
nese of partings, to suffer bereavement 
and privation, to live through days and 
months of doubt ahd anxiety, in ignor¬ 
ance of the fortunes of the war and 
without tidings of their abeent onee.

Berne. Feb. 10.—Legislation looking
